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The  origins  of  Lycoming  College  date  back  to  1812  with  the 
founding  of  the  "Williamsport  Academy  for  the  Education  of 
Youth  in  the  English  and  other  Languages,  in  the  Useful  Arts, 
Science  and  Literature."  This  was  the  name  under  which  the 
school  was  incorporated  —  the  lone  school  serving  a  lumber 
port  in  a  thriving  community  of  approximately  350  people.  At- 
tendance was  by  subscription,  although  a  state  grant  the 
founders  procured  came  with  the  condition  that  a  number  of 
poor  children,  not  to  exceed  five,  betaughtfreeof  charge,  thus 
starting  a  188-year  tradition  of  financial  aid.  The  institution  also 
educated  both  genders  from  its  inception.

Lyco  Breaks  New  Ground 

Lycoming  College  cut  the  ribbon  on  its  new  recreation  center  on  April  23,  2004  at  11:30  a.m.  in  a 
special  ceremony  that  included  the  placement  of  a  time  capsule  in  an  interior  wall. 

The  $8.5  million  center  was  designed  by  John  C.  Haas  Associates,  Inc.,  of  State  College  while  J.  B. 
Gibbons  Construction  Co.,  Inc.,  of  Williamsport  sen*/ed  as  the  general  contractor. 

The  new  54,000-square-foot  facility  is  attached  to  the  Lamade  Gymnasium.  It  contains  four 
multipurpose  courts,  an  elevated  1/8  mile  indoor  running  track,  an  expanded  weight  room  and  a 
large  exercise  and  fitness  area.  The  construction  took  17  months  to  complete  from  the  official 
groundbreaking  in  November  of  2002. 

According  to  J.  B.  Gibbons  Construction  Company,  the  building  contains  800  tons  of  steel,  56  tons 
of  rebar,  2,850  cubic  yards  of  concrete,  108,000  units  of  concrete  block  and  approximately  90,000 
bricks.

The  College  Mace 

The  mace  has  an  ancient  history  as  a  symbol  of  authority.  In  its  current  use  by  many  colleges  and 
universities,  the  mace  is  carried  before  the  president  in  academic  processions  and  represents  the  authority  ol 
the  institution. 

The  Lycoming  College  mace  was  presented  to  the  College  by  the  Class  of  1963.  It  is  carried  at  formal 
College  Convocations  by  the  chair  of  the  faculty. 


Academic  Apparel 


The  gowns,  caps  and  hoods  which  distinguish  the  academic  procession  represent  an  ancient  tradition. 
The  history  of  the  distinctive  gowns  goes  back  to  the  very  beginnings  of  the  European  universities  in  the  12th 
century.  At  the  time  fuU-flowing  gowns  were  not  unusual.  The  mortarboard  cap  first  came  into  use  in  the  16th 
century  England  and  legend  has  it  that  it  was  patterned  after  the  quadrangular  shape  of  an  Oxford  campus. 

The  cut  of  the  academic  gown,  although  not  easily  distinguishable,  is  significant.  The  bachelor's  gown 
has  long,  pointed  sleeves  and  two  pleats  on  either  side.   The  master's  gown  differs  in  that  it  has  a  long 
crescent-shaped  sleeve.  The  doctoral  gown  is  most  often  distinguished  by  fuU-length  velvet  panels  on  the  fron 
and  velvet  bands  on  the  sleeves.  Some  doctoral  granting  institutions  have  incorporated  other  specific  design 
elements  in  the  gown  designs. 

The  hood  can  usually  provide  the  best  clue  to  a  scholar's  discipline.  The  color  of  the  velvet  bands  on 
each  hood  represents  the  discipline  of  the  wearer  and  the  lining  of  the  hood  contains  the  official  colors  of  the 
school  awarding  the  degree. 

The  colors  for  each  academic  degree,  established  by  the  American  Council  on  Education,  include:  Whit 
for  Arts,  Letters  and  Humanities:  Scarlet  for  Theology  or  Divinity:  Drab  for  Business  Administration, 
Commerce  and  Accounting!  Copper  for  Economics:  Light  Blue  for  Education!  Brown  for  Fine  Arts:  Lemon  for 
Library  Science!  Green  for  Medicine!  Silver  Gray  for  Oratory!  Dark  Blue  for  Philosophy!  Sage  Green  for 
Physical  Education!  Gold-Yellow  for  Science!  Citron  for  Social  Science  and  Pink  for  Music.

Bishop  Joseph  Francis  Martino  was  installed  in  October  2003  as  the  ninth  Bishop  of 

Scranton  and  spiritual  leader  of  the  355,422  Roman  Catholics  and  225  active  priests  who 

staff  the  1 95  parishes  across  the  eleven-county  Diocese  of  Scranton.  Prior  to  coming  to 

Scranton,  Martino  served  as  Auxiliary  Bishop  to  the  Archbishop  of  Philadelphia,  Cardinal 

Anthony  Bevilacqua. 

Bishop  Martino  holds  a  doctorate  in  Ecclesiastical  History  from  the  Pontifical  Gregorian 

University  in  Rome,  Italy,  and  also  is  a  graduate  of  Saint  Charles  Borromeo  College 

Seminary.  Ordained  in  1 970,  Martino  had  held  a  variety  of  assignments.  From  1 984  to  1 986, 

he  conducted  a  special  research  assignment  of  the  archdiocese,  authoring  the  official  church 

document  pleading  the  beatification  of  Mother  Katharine  Drexel,  founder  of  the  Sisters  of  the 

Blessed  Sacrament.  She  was  proclaimed  a  saint  in  2000.

Robert  L.  Shangraw,  who  retired  in  2001  from  Merrill 
Lynch  as  First  Vice  President  of  Investments,  is  also  a 
member  of  the  Class  of  1958  of  Lycoming  College.  He 
has  been  Lycoming's  Board  Chair  since  1989  and 
chaired  two  capital  campaigns  for  the  College.

Hughes,  hide  escaped  slaves  in  the  caves  behind 
their  home  on  Freedom  Road.  They  fed  them, 
nursed  the  sick  back  to  health  and  delivered  them 
safely  to  the  next  "station."  Robert  passed  the 
stories  to  his  children,  including  Mamie's  mother, 
Marion. 

Mamie  Sweeting  Diggs  spent  years  researching 
and  documenting  the  stories  she  had  heard  since 
childhood  and  donated  her  research  to  the 
Lycoming  College  archives.  Mrs.  Diggs  was 
responsible  for  historical  research  on  the  WVIA 
video  "Follow  the  North  Starto  Freedom"  and  the 
Lycoming  College  Art  Department  website 
"Freedom  Bound."  And  probably  most  importantly, 
she  has  personally  brought  history  alive  for  several 
generations  of  school  children  in  Lycoming  County. 
Mamie  was  an  honored  guest,  along  with  Harriet 
Tubman's  great  granddaughter,  at  the  initial 
launch  of  the  Freedom  Schooner  "Amistad"  and 
has  won  a  number  of  awards  for  her  community 
service  and  story-telling. 

Ms.  Diggs  has  worked  with  several  members  of  the 
Lycoming  College  faculty  through  the  years, 
including  speaking  to  classes  on  the  history  of  the 
African-American  community  in  Williamsport.  She 
is  respected  as  the  preeminent  historian  of  the 
older  Williamsport  African  American  community.

Four  student  athletes  were  honored  for  their  achievements  and 
contributions  to  Lycoming  College  at  the  Honors  Convocation  held 
in  Lamade  Gymnasium  in  spring  2004. 


The  Sol  "Woody"  Wolf  Award  was 
presented  to  junior  Phil  Mann. 
This  award  is  given  the  athlete 
who  has  shown  the  most 
improvement  in  intercollegiate 
competition  during  his  or  her 
first  three  years  of  college. 

Mann  was  the  quarterback  for 
the  Lycoming  College  football 
team.  He  started  forthe  Warriors 
for  his  sophomore  and  junior 
years,  but  missed  most  of  the 
2004  season  because  of  an 
injury.  In  2003,  he  led  the  team 
to  its  first  MAC  Championship 
since  1999  and  the  NCAA 
Division  III  Elite  Eight.  Mann 
threw  for  2,473  yards  on  156  of 
358  passes  for  16  touchdowns 
in  his  junior  season.  He  rushed 
for  279  yards  and  carried  the  ball 
114  times  for  nine  touchdowns. 


Asa  member  ofthe  Warrior  Women's  basketball  team,  Kresge 
scored  352  points  and  pulled  down  299  rebounds  while  starting 
in  17  games.  This  past  season  she  led  the  Warhors  to  their  first 

winning  season  since  the  1999- 
2000  season.  The  team  missed 
the  playoffs  on  a  tiebreaker. 

Von  Schwedler  is  a  member  of 
the  Warrior  women's  tennis 
team.  During  her  career,  she 
recorded  27  wins  and  10  losses 
in  singles  play  with  36  wins  and 
six  losses  in  doubles  play. 

During  the  2003  campaign  von 
Schwedler  and  her  doubles 
partner,  sophomore  Josemar 
Castillo,  went  11  and  1  in 
competition.  The  duo  made  it  all 
the  way  to  the  conference 
semifinals  before  they  suffered 
their  only  loss.

Columbia)  who  carried  the  ball  18  times 

and  rushed  for  a  career  high  145  yards  and 

one  touchdown.  Senior  quarterback  Phil 

Mann  (Mill  Hall,  Pa.;  Central  Mountain), 

playing  his  final  game  in  a  Warrior  uniform, 

completed  7-of-14  passes  for  95  yards, 

while  also  rushing  for  33  yards  and  three 

touchdowns.  Joe  Cosmello  (So. /New 

Milford.  Pa.;  Montrose)  accounted  for 

Lycoming's  other  touchdown,  gaining  43 

yards  on  eight  carries.  Ray  Withelder  (Sr./ 

Aston,  Pa.;  Sun  Valley)  and  Chris  Beissel  (So./Leesport, 

Pa.;  Schuylkill  Valley)  each  made  two  catches  for  37  and 

22  yards,  respectively,  to  lead  the  receiving  corps. 

Defensively,  Ryan  Repko  (So./Perkiomenville,  Pa.; 
Boyertown)  led  the  Warriors  with  eight  total  tackles,  a 
fumble  recovery,  and  an  interception.  Brian  Kaspick  (Sr./ 
Clearfield,  Pa.;  Clearfield)  and  Tyler  Barth  (Fr./Lock  Haven, 
Pa.;  Central  Mountain)  also  recovered  fumbles  for  a 
Lycoming  defense  that  forced  four  turnovers. 
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The  Warriors  held  the  Crusaders  to  a  three-and-out  on  the 
game's  opening  drive  and  took  over  on  their  own  48-yard  line 
following  a  24-yard  punt. 

Midway  through  the  second  quarter,  the  Warriors  mounted

He  has  become  a  legend  in  his  field  by  building 
one  of  the  most  respected  and  consistently 
successful  NCAA  Division  III  football  programs  in 
the  nation. 

Through  the  2004  campaign  at  Lycoming,  Girardi 

has  built  a  career  record  of  244-81-5  -  a  winning 

percentage  of  .739.  He

coaches  at  the  Division 

III  level  to  record  200 

victories  and  one  of  only

Girardi  began  his  love  affair  with  football  in  high 
school  when  he  carried  the  ball  as  a  running  back 
for  the  Williamsport  Millionaires.  He  continued  to 
play  at  the  collegiate  level  at  West  Chester 
University. 

Girardi  entered  the  coaching  ranks  in  1961  when 
he  became  an  assistant  at  Jersey 
Shore  High  School.  He  became  head 
coach  of  the  team  in  1963  and 
remained  in  that  position  for  six 
years. 


Warrior  teams  coached 
by  Girardi  have  won  13 
Middle  Atlantic 

Conference  championships  and  made  11 
appearances  in  the  NCAA  playoffs,  including  trips 
to  the  Stagg  Bowl,  the  Division  III  national 
championship  game,  in  1990  and  1997.  Lycoming 
put  together  a  streak  of  29  consecutive  winning 
seasons  under  the  direction  of  Girardi. 

His  accomplishments  and  consistency  have  not 
gone  unnoticed  by  others.  The  Middle  Atlantic 
Conference  has  honored  Girardi  as  Coach  of  the 
Year  on  12  occasions,  and  in  1999  he  became 
the  Robert  W.  Maxwell  Football  Club's  first  recipient 
of  their  Tri-State  Coach  of  the  Year  Award.  The 
award  is  presented  to  an  outstanding  college  or 
high  school  coach  from  Pennsylvania,  New  Jersey, 


In  1969,  Girardi  became  an 
assistant  at  Lycoming  under  Budd 
Whitehill.  Three  years  later,  he  took 
the  reigns  as  head  coach  of  a 
Warrior  program  that  had  gone  14- 
34  since  their  last  winning  season 
in  1965.  Lycoming's  woes  continued  during 
Girardi's  first  three  seasons  with  marks  of  2-6, 2-6 
and  3-6.  But  in  his  fourth  season,  the  Warriors  went 
6-2  and  have  had  only  one  a  losing  campaign  since. 

In  1984,  Girardi  accepted  an  expanded  role  in  the 
College's  athletic  department  as  the  Director  of 
Athletics.  He  continues  to  serve  in  that  capacity 
today,  overseeing  Lycoming's  19  intercollegiate 
athletic  programs. 

Girardi  resides  in  Williamsport  with  his  wife  Lynne. 
Their  daughter  Justine,  graduated  from  Lycoming 
in  1996.  Three  other  Girardi  children  -  Cathy,  Jerry, 
and  Frank  Jr.  -  have  also  graduated  from  the 
College.

Coach  Ditzler  Rewi'ites  Record 

Christen  Ditzler  has  helped  to  rewrite  the  Lycoming  College  women's  basketball  record 
book  in  her  11  years  as  the  Warriors'  head  coach. 

She  has  compiled  a  153-119  record  in  her  coaching  tenure  and  already  ranks  first  in 
Lycoming  women's  basketball  history  in  both  coaching  wins  and  winning  percentage  (.563). 

During  Ditzler's  reign,  the  Warriors  have  been  a  frequent  qualifier  for  the  conference 
tournament.  Lycoming  has  reached  the  post-season  in  six  of  her  11  seasons  and  have 
advanced  to  the  NCAA  Division  III  tournament  once. 


Ditzler  led  her  1996-97  team  to  a  17-10  record  and  a 
runner-up  finish  in  the  MAC  Freedom  League.  For  her 
efforts,  Ditzler  was  named  both  the  MAC  Freedom  League 
and  Columbus  Multimedia's  Middle  Atlantic  Region  coach 
of  the  year. 

The  Annville,  Pa.  native's  first  three  seasons  also  saw 
great  success.  In  the  1995-96  season,  Ditzler  led  Lycoming 
to  a  16-9  overall  record  and  a  runner-up  finish  in  the  MAC 
Freedom  League. 


The  1994-95  campaign  was  equally  impressive  with  the 
Warriors  winning  17  games  and  reaching  the  semifinals 
of  the  conference  tournament.  Ditzler's  '93-94  team  posted  a  14-9  record. 

A  graduate  of  Franklin  and  Marshall  College,  Ditzler  began  her  coaching  career  in  1989  as 
a  graduate  assistant  at  West  Chester  University.  In  1991,  she  was  an  assistant  coach  at 
Millersville. 

She  came  to  Lycoming  in  the  1992-93  season  as  an  assistant  under  then  coach  Jim  Orr. 

Ditzler  also  serves  as  the  head  softball  coach  at  Lycoming  and  has  led  the  Warriors  to  the 
conference  tournament  in  nine  of  her  12  seasons.

Four  members  of  the  Lycoming  College  men's  soccer  team  were 
named  to  the  All-Freedom  Conference  teams.  Senior  Kory  Wertz 
(Middletown,  Pa.;  Middletown)  and  sophomore  Jeff  Kocher 
{Churchville,  Md.;  C.  Milton  Wright)  were  both  named  to  the  first 
team.  Senior  Ian  Kauffman  (Lewisberry,  Pa.;  Red  Land)  and  junior 
Jason  Fesler  (Carlisle,  Pa.;  Cumberland  Valley)  were  named  to 
the  second  team. 


Wertz,  a  team  captain,  is  a  member  of  the  Warriors' 
starting  defense  that  has  allowed  opponents  just  10 
shots  per  game  and  a  total  of  just  14  goals  in  19 
matches  this  season.  Wertz  has  also  contributed  a 
goal  and  four  assists. 

Kocher  is  the  Warriors'  top  offensive  threat.  He  leads 
the  team  in  both  goals  and  assists  with  21  and  16. 
respectively.  His  16  assists  and  58  points  are  both 
Lycoming  single-season  records  and  his  21  goals  are 
equal  to  the  program's  single-season  high.

Fesler  Is  the  Warriors'  starting  goalkeeper.  In  19  matches,  Fesler 
has  played  1,542  minutes  allowingjust  13  goals  for  a  miniscule 
0.76  goals-against-average.  He  has  also 
made  94  saves  and  has  a  save  percentage 
of  .879.  In  addition,  Fesler  has  recorded 
six  shutouts  for  Lycoming  and  has  played 
349  consecutive  minutes  without  allowing 
a  score. 

The  Warriors  finished  the  regular  season 
with  a  mark  of  15-4  overall.

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2003-04  Lycoming  College  Women's  Soccer  Team 


The  Lycoming  College  women's  soccer  program  entered  its 
second  season  under  the  leadership  of  head  coach  Scott 
Kennell  in  2003.  In  2002,  he  adopted  a  team  in  desperate 
need  for  some  consistency  after  having  three  different  coaches 
in  eight  seasons  of  existence.  In  the  2003-04  season,  Kennell 
welcomed  his  first  recruiting  class  and  began  the  process  of 
rebuildingthe  Warriors  into  conference  contenders. 

"The  program  was  really  lacking  direction  prior  to  last  year,"  said 
Kennell.  "But  the  girls  were  very  receptive  to  new  ideas  and 
were  excited  about  the  opportunity  to  turn  this  thing  around. 
We  had  some  talent  on  the  team  but  lacked  the  depth  to  be 
competitive  on  a  consistent  basis.  It  is  going  to  take  some  time 
to  become  one  of  the  top  teams  in  the  conference,  but  I'm 
confident  we're  building  a  solid  foundation  and  moving  in  the 
right  direction." 

Leading  the  way  for  Lycoming  were  the  team's  tri-captains  - 
juniors  Laura  Dillon  (Bayside,  N.Y.;  Saint  Mary's),  Kristina 
Kleintop  (Danielsville,  Pa.;  Northampton),  and  Beth  Weixel  (Mill 
Hall,  Pa.;  Central  Mountain).  Dillon  started  at  an  outside 
midfield  position.  She  has  the  speed  and  skills  to  beat 
defenders  on  the  outside  and  create  scoring  opportunities. 
Kleintop  started  at  an  outside  back  position.  She  is  excellent  at 


marking  up  opponents  and  adds  valuable  experience  to  the 
Warrior  defense.  Weixel  was  Lycoming's  starting  goalkeeper. 
She  lacked  experience  in  net,  but  had  the  athleticism  and 
quickness  to  be  very  successful. 

Sophomores  Kaitlyn  Prairie  (Delran,  N.J.;  Delran)  and  Jennifer 
Mercer  (Dushore,  Pa.;  Sullivan  County)  played  major  roles  for 
the  Warriors  in  2003.  Prairie  started  in  the  center  midfield  and 
helped  direct  the  squad's  offensive  attack.  Prairie  is  one  of 
Lycoming's  most  creative  players  and  led  the  team  in  assists 
last  season,  the  coach  said.  Mercer  was  the  Warriors'  starting 
stopper.  She  is  an  excellent  defender  who  will  often  draw  the 
opponent's  top  attacker.  Mercer  is  also  a  very  strong  ball 
handler  who  can  add  an  extra  push  to  Lycoming's  offense.

Three  Warriors  Named  to  All-Conference  Team 


The  Lycoming  College  Softball  program  claimed  three 
members  of  the  All-Freedom  Conference  team.  Jess 
Feerrar  (Sr./Lock  Haven,  PA;  Lock  Haven)  was  named 
to  the  first-team  as  a  second  baseman,  and  Morgan 
Mantle  (Fr./Jersey  Shore,  PA;  Jersey  Shore)  and 
Amanda  Gery  (So./ 
Whitehall,  PA;  Whitehall) 
were  both  named  first- 
team  pitchers.  Mantle  was 
singled  out  as  the  Pitcher 
of  the  Year,  as  well.  Warrior 
head  coach  Chris  Ditzler 
was  also  honored  as  the 
Coach  of  the  Year,  as  voted 
on  by  her  peers. 

Feerrar  was  one  of 
Lycoming's  top  hitters, 
collecting  23  hits  in  75  at- 
bats  for  a  batting  average 
of  .307.  Her  four  triples 
were  best  on  the  team  and 
her  five  doubles  ranked 
third  on  the  squad.  Add  in 
a  homerun  and  Feerrar

History  of  Big  Brothers,  Big  Sisters 


In  1903,  Irvin  Westheimer,  a  23-year-old  businessman 
in  Cincinnati  saw  a  young  boy  and  his  dog  scaveng- 
ing through  trash  cans  for  food.  Compelled  by  the 
sight  of  this  boy,  Irvin  introduced  himself  and  gave 
him  a  decent  meal.  He  learned  the  boy's  name  was 
Tom,  and  that  he  was  one  of  five  children  in  a  single- 
parent  home. 

When  Westheimer  met  Tom's  mom  and  saw  the  im- 
poverished state  the  family  was  in,  he  asked  for  per- 
mission to  take  Tom  out  on  various  outings.  Tom's  mom 
consented,  and  soon  he  became  a  trusted  mentor  for 
the  youth.  Westheimer  went  on  to  found  the  Big 
Brother  Association  of  Cincinnati  in  1910. 
Meanwhile,  in  1904,  Ernest  Coulter,  New  York  news- 
paperman who  left  journalism  to  work  in  the  city's 
first  children's  court,  started  his  own  crusade  to  fos- 
ter adult-youth  who  came  through  his  courts.  Coulter 


became  increasingly  appalled  by  the  suffering  and 
misery  displayed  by  the  thousands  of  children  who 
passed  through  the  court  every  year.  The  two  joined. 
Planning  for  the  first  national  Big  Brothers  and  Big 
Sisters  organizations  began  in  1914.  The  first  federa- 
tion got  under  way  in  1921,  but  it  was  short  lived. 
During  the  Great  Depression,  the  federation  dissolved 
and  would  not  emerge  again  until  the  1950s.  In  1958 
the  United  States  Congress  officially  chartered  a  newly 
formed  Big  Brother  of  America.  Then,  in  1970,  Big  Sis- 
ters International  was  chartered.  These  two  organiza- 
tions would  merge  in  1977  to  form  Big  Brothers  Big 
Sisters  of  America,  establishing  the  national  headquar- 
ters in  Philadelphia.  By  1994,  the  BBBSA  federation 
had  matched  75,000  children  from  single-parent 
homes  with  caring  adult  volunteers  through  more  than 
500  agencies  in  all  50  states.

On  March  7th  2002,  following  months  of  hard  work  and  preparation,  the  members  of  Pennsylvania  Phi  were 
officially  recognized  as  a  colony  of  Phi  Kappa  Psi  at  Lycoming  College.  For  a  little  over  a  year,  the  21  members  of  its 
"Fraternal  Interest  Group"  worked  to  have  a  place  in  the  college  and  Greek  community.  After  several  months  of 
meetings  with  the  Greek  Advisory  Board,  in  the  fall  of  2001,  the  college  agreed  to  consider  the  PKP  for  colonization 
by  a  national  fraternity.  For  one  week  in  November,  its  Interest  Group  heard  presentations  from  five  national 
fraternities  of  their  choice,  which  included  Phi  Kappa  Psi.  The  following  week  their  decision  was  made.  Phi  Kappa 
Psi  was  chosen  almost  unanimously.

Lycoming  Community  Gathers 
In  Prayer  for  Ricky  Lannetti

Clark  Chapel  on  the  Lycoming  College 
campus  was  the  scene  Dec.  9  of  a  prayer 
service  in  memory  of  senior  Ricky  Lannetti 
who  passed  away  suddenly  Dec.  6,  2003. 
Chaplain  Marco  Hunsberger,  Sister  Catherine 
of  the  campus  ministry  and  Dr.  James 
Douthat,  college  president,  were  the 
celebrants  of  the  service  conducted  before  a 
chapel  completely  filled  with  students,  faculty, 
teammates  and  friends  of  the  21-year  old 
Philadelphian  who  died  of  a  blood  infection  as 
he  and  his  team  were  preparing  for  a  NCAA 
Division  3  playoff  game  versus  Bridgewater,  Va. 

Lannetti  was  a  wide  receiver  and  kick  return 
specialistforthe  Warrior  football  team.  In  his  two 
year  starting  career,  Lannetti  caught  100  passes 
for  1,423  yards  and  8  touchdowns.  He  returned 
135  kicks  for  1,759  yards  and  2 
touchdowns.  In  all  purpose  yardage, 
Lannetti  recorded  3,194  yards  which 
allowed  him  to  be  voted  first  team  All 
Middle  Atlantic  Conference  as  a  wide 
receiver  and  second  team  as  an  All  MAC 
kick  returner.

Chaplain  Hunsberger.  "We,  the  Lycoming 
Community,  are  grieving  to  be  sure  but  place  your 
prayers  on  Ricky  and  his  family. " 


Dr.  Douthat  spoke  of  Ricky  when  he  said,  "There 
are  so  many  of  you  here  who  knew  Ricky  as  a  friend, 
a  classmate,  a  teammate  while  others  here  tonight 
knew  him  as  a  football  player.  We  cheered  for  him, 
he  was  exciting,  a  star  and  a  strong  competitor 
but  tonight  it  can  be  said  Ricky  was  loved.  Just  by  being 
here  you  have  shown  your  love  for  him.  He  was  called 
the  heart  of  the  team  but  now  that  heart  has  been 
broken." 

Sister  Catherine  spoke  of  Lannetti  in  high  praise.  She 
even  quipped  that  he  was  probably  already  seeking  a 
game  of  "tag  football,"  where  he  is  now.  As  a  final  way 
of  closing,  she  sent  ushers  through  those  congregated 
with  pencils  and  paper.  Each  person  was  asked  to  write 
a  thought  to  the  Lannetti  family.  "They  will  need  time  to 
bury  their  son  and  to  grieve  but  later,  when  they  have 
time,  they  will  sit  down  and  read  these  messages  and 
see  how  much  Ricky  was  in  our  hearts. " 

The  service  included  hymn  singing  and  also  a  candle 
lighting  as  everyone  lit  a  candle  and  spent  the  next  few 
minutes  in  silent  prayer  for  Lannetti  and  all  others  in 
the  minds  of  the  people  in  attendance.  Sister  Catherine 
then  prayed  for  the  football  team  while  also  thanking 
them  for  playing  ball.  "It  was  a  Ricky  Lannetti  call,  play 
ball,  and  you  fellows  chose  to  cut  away  from  yourgrieving 
todojustthat.  You  played  ball."
